CHICAGO, March 8 .(AP)—In- 
ternational Harvester Co. today 
announced it would put in effect 

April 1 “substantial reductions” 
in prices of approximately half its 
line of tractors, farm machines, 
motor trucks and industrial power 
equipment, which would save 
consumers an estimated $20,000,- 
000 annually. 

At a news conference this after- 
noon, Fowler McCormick, chair- 
man of the board of directors, 
said the company was taking the 
action “because we believe there 
is nothing more important to this 
country than to lower the prices 
of the goods that people buy.” He 
did not specify the items to be 
reduced and the amounts of re- 
ductions. 

+ McCormick said sales amounted 
to $483,000,000 last year and that 
the company made a net profit 
after taxes of $22,000,000.

Texas Drivers, Say Films Don’t Lie 


HOUSTON, Tex., March 8 (UP) 
—Police Sgt. H. M. Ellisor of the 
accident prevention division has a 
motion picture camera in his car 
these days.

There ex- 
ists no basis for estimating the 
total undervaluation of property, 
fraudulent assessments of property 
but it probably amounts to several 
hundred million dollars. 

A decrease ot nearly one billion 
dollars in total assessed valuation 
in 16 years has resulted in inade- 
quate local revenues for public 
schools and maintenance of coun- 
ty governments, There has been 
a lower property valuation in 8&t. 
Louis and in 107 of the 114 coun- 
ties in the state since 1930. 

Local school boards are alarmed 
about the situation. They are de- 
pendent for that rtion of the 
revenues which co from direct 
property taxation on the assess- 
gnents made by county assessors, 
which frequently are on the basis 
of political friendship. In some 
counties the boards of education 
have jowered school tax rates, re- 
lying on support of the schools 
almost wholly from state revenues, 
but in many, tax rates have been 
maintained at a proper figure. 

Valued Low, Stays Low. 


In very few counties has there 
ever been a scientific study of 
property values for taxation pur- 
poses. Assessors, elected in pollit- 
ical party elections, have valued 
property as they pleased, and un- 
der one assessor or another prop- 
erty: owners with politica) influ- 
ence have been able to obtain ex- 
ceedingly low assessments. For 
political reasons assessors are not 
inclined to increase valuations and 
@ property once valued too low 
psually remains at the low figure. 

No person with a low assess- 
ment ever appeals to a county 
board of equalization for an ad- 
justment, but there are many ap- 
peals for reductions. The system 
is one under which through a pe- 
riod of years there are bound to 
develop many instances of gross 
inequalities and irregularities,

tax levy, has dropped from $4,968, 
350,691 to $4,068,820,203. 

The assessed valuation of farm 
Jands has dropped from $1,364,102,-

The decrease in valuation of 
personal property for taxation has 
been from $656,913,291 to $451,047,- 
252.

Republican candidates for alder- 
men in: these wards rolled up a 
total vote of 20,195, while the two 
candidates for' Republican nom- 
ination for board president polled 
a total of 17,912, Similarly, the 
Democratic candidates for alder- 
men , received a total of 14,128 
votes while the party candidates 
for president received a total of 
14,128 votes while the party candi- 
dates for president heceived a 
total of only 12,259 votes. 

Vote Considered Unusual, . 

This was considered unusual in 
view of.the fact that the office of 
president of the Board of Alder- 
men is a more important post in 
the city government than is that 
of an aldernmian. The office of 
president is decided by a city-wide 
vote, while the aldermen, since 
1943, are elected by wards. 

The president of the Board of 
Aldermen, in addition to heading 
the legislative body of the city, is 
a member of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, 
city’s fiscal authority, and serves 
as acting mayor in the absence of 
the Mayor. / 

The heavier vote for aldermanic 
candidates in wards where there 
were contests is attributable in 
part to the fact that the local 
contests were more, intense than 
were the city-wide contests for 
board president, . -

MUNICH Germany, 
(UP)—Two armless German war 
veterans left for the United States 
today to show American surgeons 


and G.I. amputees how to use a 
new and highly efficient artificial 
limb developed by Prof. Ferdinand 
Sauerbruch of Berlin. | 

The two Germans, who two 
years ago were enemies of the 
men they are going to instruct, 
are Heing Schuffenhauer and Her- 
bert Schuettoff, each 22 years old. 

Sauerbruch, in perfecting his ar- 
tificial arm, developed a process 
by which a hole is cut through the 
nearest usable muscle. The in- 
cision is lined with skin from the 
thigh. Into this  “Sauerbruch 
canal” is inserted painlessly, the 
ivory tip of an artificial tendon 
which moves an arm, a wrist or a 
thumb.

F the housing problem is to be solved in our time, Government itself must 
build homes—not only for rent to the poor but also for sale to householders) 


and apartment operators. 
mortgage terms. 

That thesis is expounded in Charles 
Abrams’s “The Future of Housing,” pub- 
lished recently by Harper & Brothers. 
Abrams ‘lectures in the New School for 
Social Research in New York. He has served 
various national and local public housing 
agencies as consultant. He wrote-“‘Revolu- 
tion in Land,” the importance of which was 
praised by Lewis Mumford in superlative 
terms that others may repeat if his housing 
vision comes to pass. 

Housing, his argument runs, needed a 
managerial and a financial new deal—and 
_ got neither under the New Deal. The Gov- 
ernment never tried to rescue building from 
jis scattered, “disorganized and archaic’ 
organization. Compared with a modern in- 
dustry like automobiles, design and con- 
struction methods are still in the 1890s—or, 
as the illustrations on this page suggest, in 
the Stone Age. The builder still buys at 
retail; by present standards, 25 houses a 
year make him a “big operator.” Everybody 
concerned tries to get all the profit he can 
on each job because jobs aren’t steady. 


Mass Production 
Needed for Building. 


So costs continued to climb and, because 
most people could not pay the price, build- 
ing fell far short of the needed scale. The 
same condition, intensified by the postwar 
inflation, will stall the present boom after 
it has skimmed only the top of the shortage. 


Building—and tere Abrams has much 
conservative company—must somehow be 
organized for mass production. Some 
would lay all the trouble to labor, but ¢ut- 
ting labor costs one-fifth would reduce pay- 
ments on a small house only $2.30 a month. 
Examining other individual costs brings 
similarly unfruitful results. Prefabrication 
is promising, Abrams says, but in the em- 
bryonic stage, and is only a partial.answer 
anyhow. All costs simply must be brought 
down together. And only very large op- 
erators could accomplish it. * 


It could be done by private builders the 
size of, say, General Motors, but there are 
‘none. Big money and managerial genius, 
‘ Abrams explains, find other industries more 
. attractive—and the unwieldy laws of private 
real estate work against mass operations. 

Therefore, Abrams reasons, Government’s 
duty is to step in as builder. It could 
negotiate master contracts, bringing lower~ 
priced materials to all government building. 
Its purchases could reduce the insane variety 


of housing components without stereotyping 


i! the finished product. .It could cut labor 
cost by holding construction at a steady 
pace, trading guaranteed annual wages for 
an end of featherbedding. It could buy land 
. in wholesale parcels. It could conduct the 
cost-cutting research and engineering ‘which 
building has never had. 

A collateral advantage, Abrams points 
eut, is that the public construction agency 
‘eould consider over-all community: purposes. 
, as well as recovering its immediate housing 
investment. Restrictions on private build- 
ers may protect the city’ plan from viola~ 
tions; but they cannot force anyone to build 
anything, whereas ,the public agency could 
build to further the city plan directly. 


Any Builder Could 

Still Stay in Business. 

Is the idea “‘socilalistic?’” He argues it 
is not. Any builders who wished could stay 
in business to serve ‘de luxe” buyers willing 
to pay their prices. The rest would become 
fixed-fee contractors for the Government. 
They are already government contractors in 
one important way, Abrams says. FHA- 
guaranteed loans cover their costs, and often 
their profits as well, before they even find 
buyers. Government has nearly eliminated 
or “socialized” their risks through this tra- 
vesty of private enterprise. Then why not 
make them government contractors and get 
mass-production-priced homes in return? 


Labor, the materials industry and other 
elements connected with housing would re- 
main in the hands of private enterprise. 
Only, says Abrams, the Government’s larger- 
scale building would bring them increased 
activity and profit. 

Except for the subsidized low-rent pro)- 
ects, finished housing would be sold to pri- 
vate purchasers. Abrams dislikes the 
thought of Government as landlord. He 
believes, in fact, that even publie housing 
tenants can be prepared to assume manage- 
ment and then ownership. 


Government mortgage insurance has 
greatly reduced the builder’s risk and nearly 
eliminated the lender's, Abrams says. FHA, 
HOLC and FSLIC (the agency which back- 

ops the savings and loan associations) 

ve given buyers somewhat reduced inter- 
est rates, smaller down. payments, and 


Lenianstire mortgages, But with those ben- 
efits go a more precarious equity.

Furthermore, he goes on, despite the in- a 
dustry’s selling ‘propaganda and home-own- | @ 


ership oratory, interest rates are still too 
high, and the buyer is still open to tyran- 
nous. legalized extortion if a personal 
emergency makes him miss a payment. The 
“New Deal’ was mostly appropriated to the 
comfort of sellers, not. buyers. 

Since the Government. has nearly elimi- 
nated lenders’ risks, Abrams thinks: it should 
provide complete protection—requiring in 
return that interest fall to the rate on Gov- 


gin to cover administrative expenses. The 
present 4% per cent‘FHA rate would then 
fall to about 3%. 

This idea will be opposed as strenuously 
as any in the book. Insurance company in- 
vestment yields have narrowed to a tight 
squeeze, and FHA mortgages at 4% per 
cent are eagerly sought. <A host of little 
building associations could meet the lower 
rate only by merging into larger units and 
reducing expenses, Abrams thinks. 


He deals PGR UE with the Federal hous- 
ing loan agencies. More than saving own- 
ers, he says, the depression-born HOLC 
bailed out holders of frozen mortgages; it 
has “unloaded thousands of foreclosed 
homes through advertisements, with no 
more concern about the purchaser than a 
case-hardened realtor.” Veterans mostly 
needed places to rent. Instead, they got 
the GI Bill of Rights, ‘‘a. vicious device to 
enable véterans to buy homes most of them 
cannot keep.” 


rates by favoring a monopolistic clique of 
lenders, has winked at gross over-appraisals, 
approved sales involving three and four 
times the buyer’s annual income (whereas 
twice the income is considered safe), and of- 
fered buyers no assurance of quality or fair 
value. “No Federal Securities and Exchange 
Commission stands guard against chicane 
and deceit in home sales.” He thinks FHA 
shduld be reformed or abolished. 


What the Proposed 

FHA Reforms Include. 

_ Proposed .FHA reforms include: i 

A. Under present contracts, the equal 
monthly payments build up no equity until 
the ‘twelfth: year. Abrams favors uniform 
payments: on the principal, which would 
create equity from the outset. Total pay- 
ments would then be larger in the early 
years’ but’ smaller in the later ones. 

B. He would. eliminate the interest penal- 
ties by which lenders discourage paying 
ahead of the contract. 

‘C. To\keep buyers from acne their 
homes, during personal emergencies, he 
would provide low-cost insurance to tide 
the payments over. 

I. In some states, a buyer who defaults 
not only ‘loses his house ‘but risks: having 
to pay a heavy deficiency judgment, through 
which the lender may actually gain more 
from a default than from a paid-out con- 
tract.. He favors making the property the 


sole ‘security. 

Lenders will have to vetorm in another 
respect, too, Abrams says. ‘‘When vacancies 
appear, mortgage lending stops, for the 
lender also has a stake to protect in the 
older buildings. When mortgage lending 
ceases, building comes to a standstill.” This, 
of course, is something like the old economic 
law that. labor’ 8 wages tend always toward 
bare subsistence. The “iron law of wages”’ 
has been defeated.. This iron law of mort- 
gage credit» must: also fall, according to 
Abrams, before Government or any other 
builder can make good housing abundant. 


How would Government, set about its new 


{job of home-builder? It would be .intoler- 


able, he says very emphatically, if Washing- 
ton tried to run the whole show, as Secre- 
tary Ickes once tried to run slum-clearance 
housing. 

“The old system of checks and balances 
has faded with the'rise of the new Federal 
power. Pressure groups are becoming more 
influential than the local citizenry. Decen- 
tralization of authority emerges all over the 
world as an indispensable safety valve and 
check to centripetalism in Government,” 
Abrams believes. 

But, after Ickes failed, housing was de- 
centralized. Very great initiative, within 
broad standards prescribed by Congress, was 


_|shifted to the local housing authorities. Con- 


sequently, ‘‘the battle has been won in pub- 
lic ,housing. The limitation upon Federal 
domination in public housing is a milestone.’ 
The housing authorities have been a shining 
success, says the author. He refers, of 


course, to their thanned permanent proj- 
ects—not to wasteful emergency assign- 


esy of Amefican Museum of Natural History.

‘lanalysis, has shown the best way to take the 


poor out of the slums. But it has operated 
on a:scale far below the need... Real estate 
men and lenders, who have many members 
and law: partners in Congress, have blocked 
every appropriation since’ the original one 
in 1937. Senator Taft'is now trying to put 
through another, 

Since urban blight came from irretrievable 
public negligence, Abrams is: reconciled to 
limited public aids for private redevelop- 
ment corporations (which deal in middle- 
class housing). However, he opposes giving 
them tax favors. Instead, he would: have 
the’ public buy’ land, atand the cost of: writ- 
ing it down to. ‘“‘use value,” resell or lease 
to. developers—and then tax tat on sidan 
ments at full rates. 

The latter course, he: thinks, would .serve 
much better to keep private enterprise prt- 
vate, and would minimize the burden on tax- 
payers. He calculates, for Instance, that 
New York City could have saved $11,000,000 
by making’ Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
an outright gift of the Stuyvesant Town site 
instead of conferring tax favors. 

This view’ is embodied in the Wagner- 
Eliender-Taft bill, under’which the Govern- 
ment would share the cost of land write- 
downs with municipalities. St. Louls and 


Kansas City can offer both’ tax relief and 


land writedowns, It is an open question, 
however, whether they could withdraw or 
reduce * the «statutory tax. relief and offer. 
written-dowg ‘land tnstead. If the Federal: 
bill passes, our Urban Redevelopment Cor-

centives to private enterprise, but the in- 
dustry apparently fears it is a foot in the 
door. Abrams defines the battle lines thus: 

“The clash of ideologies... , is presenting 
a strafige anomaly. On the one side stand 
the advocates of public ‘housing, who favor 
the traditional approach of capitalism— 
marked by’the belief that private enterprise 
should have full opportunity to provide the 
necessities of life, and that.. Government 
should intercede only where private enter- 


prise fails. Government housing, they feel, 


is as traditional in approach as running the 
post office, the ponte schools or other pub- 
lic services. 

“On the other side stand the real estate 
and mortgage lending interests that no long- 
er want the Government to withdraw from 
the field, but rather to expand its activities 
further than the starry-eyed reformers ever 
dreamed, They insist, however, that these 
activities be directed toward their own, not 
the public welfare. ... In the name of 
veterans’ aid, profits are channeled toward 
builders and lenders, with little benefits 
flowing to the veterans themselves. ... The 
rebuilding of cities is seen. as a happy valley 
landscaped with Government contracts, while 
Federal expenditures are viewed as a handy 
means of socializing losses.” 


With “conservatives” fresh in power, the 
chance seems.slight for revolutionary inno- 
vations, or even libernslizing ones. There 
are signs, however, that public ‘temper on 
the price and shortage of housing is high, 
‘affecting’ millions. “Veterans—notably the 
AVC and' Amvets—are angry. 


Trouble Is Ahead 
If Collapse Occurs. 


Not to be overlooked, either, is the pos- 
sibility of trouble ahead—a collapsed boom 
while milllots remain poorly sheltered— 
Government seeking new money to cover 
over-extended mortgage insurance contracts 
-——and, at the same: time, having to do 
something about veterans and war workers 
who went over their heads. in high-priced 
purchase contracts and can’t meet payments. 


John H. Fahey, chairman of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board, testified in 1945 
that “we run the risk of soon facing a re- 
vival of foreclosures’ on the scale of the 
early 1930s unless “‘some really effective 
method: could be found to curb speculation.’ 
But no curb was imposed; and the market 
has soared ‘to: still’ more’ precarious. heights. 


‘The issue, in short, may explode on a re- 
gime which may find what Hoover’s Govern- 
ment failed to learn: that gentle conserva- 
tive ‘means. will. not down: radical trouble. 
Pressure for action ‘rises. It is an omen 
that Beardsley. Ruml, an eminent business 
man,and, defender of capitalism, has sug- 
gested. making the construction industry a 
public utility, That idea sweeps wider than 
Abrams’s if’ it means controlling prices and 
profits in the building materials industry. 
It is another omen’ that Senator Taft, as 
staunch a- Republican as Hoover, is trying 
to provide some relief valves. : 

What lies ahead depends, perhaps, on 
whether men like Taft can and will provide 
enough timely relief to stave off a chain 
reaction of public opinion. It would be 
ironic indeed if, in the end, the New Deal 
in housing which missed consumers of 
housing under Franklin D. Roosevelt came 


tpepass under, say, Robert A. Taft.

| on his own terms, agreed to accept command 


represent a dramatic personal victory. He 
exacted the resignation of the bank’s most 
powerful administrator, Emilio G. Collado, a 
former member’ of the State Department's 
economic branch. As executive director for 
the United States, Collado voted one third of 
the bank’s shares, and thus became its chief 
of staff for day-to-day operations. 


Forces Nomination 


Of Man of His Own Choice. 


In Collado’s stead, McCloy forced the nom- 
ination of a-man of his own choice, Eugene 
R. Black, vice president of the Guaranty 
Trust Co. of New York. To clinch his con- 

trol, McCloy also dictated the appointment of 

‘Robert L. Garner,“vice president of the 
‘General Foods Corporation, as his right-hand 
man and the bank’s one and only vice presi- 
dent. Garner. succeeds Harold D. Smith, 
former director of the Federal Bureau of the 
Budget, who died of a heart ailment on 
Jan. 23. 

With the management firmly in his hands, 
McCloy then announced two drastic changes 
of policy. The center of gravity will be 
shifted for the time being to courtship of 
the American security market, represented 
by commercial and savings banks, trust 
funds’ and insurance companies. These rul- 
ers of capital will decide whether the bank’s 
debentures offer attraction to investors. 
Since the United States is the only big-scale 
lending country to survive the war, the 
bank must rely on private American cash 
for a major part of its capital. 

As.a New. York corporation lawyer, with 
directorships in banking and industrial com- 
panies, McCloy speaks the language of the 
masters of American finance. The same is 
true of Black and Garner. The latter, from 
1929 to: 1943, was treasurer of the Guaranty 
Trust Co., and is a member of the Banking 
Board of New York State. Black’s father 
was a governor of the Federal Reserve 


Board. 

The Articles of Agreement expressly 
provided that the International Bank and 
its officers should not interfere with the 
political affairs of any member and im- 
posed a mandate that all loans must be 
based solely on economic grounds. Collado 
was already suspect to the security market 
because of his career as a State Depart- 
ment economist, trained to employ loans.as 
instruments of diplomatic pressure. 

In an address before the Investment 
Bankers Association last Dec. 3, he fright- 
ened the audience by proclaiming candidly 
that “‘whenever the policies of a borrower 
have important economic consequences, such 
policies and such consequences must be 
given careful consideration in ‘passing on 
the application.” On Feb. 28, the day of 
his election, McCloy declared flatly: ‘‘There 
will be no political loans.”

Eugene Meyer became president of the 
bank in June, 1946; and resigned sud- 
denly on.Dec. 4, after serving exactly six 
months. He recalled that he had accepted 
the post with the understanding that he 
would withdraw as soon as the loan agency 
became a going concern. 

As the bank was then considering its first 
loan applications and had completed no ar- 
rangements for tapping private capital funds, 
there was considerable speculation as to 
whether Meyer’s retirement was the result 


‘of ‘high-level controversy over future opera- 


tions. It-was rumored that Collado had been 
pressing him to take action on certain pend- 
ing loans. McCloy’s knowledge of these in- 
ner conflicts is believed to have led him to 
insist on Collado’s departure. 


No Loans Have Been 
Made Up to Present. 


After Meyer quit, the bank was without 
a chief for nearly three months, during 
which an international searching party strove 
in vain: to unearth a single financier of 
standing who would take the presidency. 
McCloy at first refused, and consented at 
last only when the bank in desperation met 
his conditions. These related to policy and 
his own position as something beyond a 
figure-head., 

Up to the present the bank has not sue- 
ceeded in lending a dollar, despite the tragic 
needs of its prospective clients. At the 
“study, stage’’ are formal applications from 
France.for $500,000,000; Chile, $40,000,000, 
and Denmark, $50,000,000. Letters of in- 
tent to. borrow are on file from The Nether- 
lands, $500,000;000;. Poland, $600,000,000; 
Czechoslovakia, $350,000,000; Iran, $250,- 
000,000, and Luxembourg, $20,000,000. The 
total is $2,310,000,000. 

The: latest applications for membership to 
have been approved are those of Italy, Syria, 
Lebanon and Turkey. Five eligible coun- 
tries have thus far refused to join, though 
the date: limit was twice extended, the sec- 
ond time to Dec. 31, 1946, They are Russia, 
Australia, Haiti, Liberia and New Zealand. 

The Kremlin is thought to have balked at 
admitting outside scrutiny of its finances 
and subjecting the ruble to the international 
money market, Though there is nothing to 
that effect in the institution's by-laws, the 
Soviet Government may also have feared 
that. somehow or other it might be required 
to publish one of its top secrets during many 
years—that is, Russian production of gold. 

McCloy admits that the bank, by its con- 
etitution, is committed to taking unusual! fi- 
nancial risks. Its chief function will be that 
of providing loans for borrowers unable to 
acquire them from private investors at rea- 
sonable rates. But the conservative new

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Cut the Starving? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Today, in St. Louis and in other cities 
and towns, and in rural areas of Mis- 
souri, some of our people are slowly 
starving in the midst of abundance. 

Among them are little children whose 
parents are il] and cannot work, or 
whose fathers are dead and whose 
mothers must stay at home and care 
for them. ; 

Another group who must slowly starve 
are men and women who are ill and 


must have wholesome food to become. 


well and self-supporting again, 

Others should have adequate food to 
maintain the best health. 

The unmet needs of these ‘people are 
much greater than food alone. Often 
their shelter is irladequate. Many live 
in shacks and poorly ventilated, rat-in- 
fested tenement houses because they can 
afford no better home. Many are cold 
because of inadequate clothing, bedding 
and fuel. 

The result is unhappiness, discomfort, 
discouragement and ill health for them, 
and for all of us the spreading of dis- 
ease, juvenile delinquency and crime. 
Their children and their children's chil- 
dren may be in need of public support 
in hospitals or in their own homes for 
years to come if we do not meet 
needs of these people now. 

We in Missouri are short-sighted if we 
believe that the unemployable, the ill 
and the dependént children will cost us 
less in the long run if they are denied 
adequate food, fuei and shelter. 

The appropriation for the year begin- 
ning July 1, 1946, was so small that re- 
cipients of general relief were frequent- 
ly unable to pay their rent and at the 
same time buy fuel and adequate food, 
Since falling to pay their rent meant 
eviction and no shelter to which to turn, 
their only choice was to eat less and to 
be cold. Such necessities as clothing, 
earfare to the clinic and ice to prevent 
food spoilage were usually far out of 
reach. 


These people are faced with even 
greater suffering in the year to come 
because fhe recommendation of the 
House Appropriations Committee for the 
year beginning July 1, 1947, is $1,750,000 
less than that of the previous year. If 
this recommendation is accepted, some 
of our people will be forced to live un- 
der conditions equaling those of the peo- 
ple in war-devastated countries, 

The Appropriations Committee no 
doubt means well in attempting to save 
the taxpayer's money, but must it do so 
at the expense of human life and 


health?

THROUGH RUSSIA'S BACK DOOR, by Richard E. 

Lauterbach. (Harper & Bros., New York.) 

Two unexpected signs may foreshadow a 
changing trend in the popular attitude to- 
ward Russia, The Saturday Evening Post,

THE SAGA OF ANDY BURNETT, by Stewart Edward 
White. (Doubleday & Co., inc., Garden City, N. Y.) 


Stewart Edward White was just about 
born an outdoorsman. He knew the life of 


lumber camps, Great Lakes sailing, the. 


Black Hills gold rush, the Hudson Bay 
country, adventures in the High Sierras, 
and the heart of Big Game Africa. With 
the publication of “The Blazed Trail” in 
1902, his name as a writer of lusty adven- 
ture was made.

An Unpretty Picture 


CARTELS IN ACTION, by George W. Stocking and 
Myron W. Watkins, (The Twentieth Century. Fund, 
New York.) , 

A succinct picture of the motives of car- 
telsa—or rather of their participants—is 
presented in the statement: “They (cartels) 
seek to free producers from the influence 
of market forces and to subject the market 
to deliberate, concerted control, by and for 
producers. They represent a type of eco- 
nomic planning—planning primarily for the 
protection and promotion of producer in- 
terests.” 

The authors report that their “tentative 
findings indicate that 87 per cent by value 
of mineral products sold in this country 
in 1939, 60 per cent of agricultural products, 
and 42 per cent of manufactured products 
were cartelized.” : 

“Cartels in Action” traces the trade-stran- 
gling web of international cartels in eight 
fields: sugar, rubber, nitrogen, fron and 
steel, aluminum, magnesium, electric lamps, 
and chemicals. It appears to excuse to 
some extent certain of the cartels, sugar 
for instance, as being defensive; that is, 
“designed primarily to avert worse disas- 
ters than those which the industry had al- 
ready met.” However, it gives a very un- 
pretty picture of most of the private inter- 
national agreements restricting trade. .

JOURNEY THROUGH MY ‘YEARS, by James M. Cox. 

(Simon & Schuster, New York.) 

Dawn was breaking over Ohio when the 
Governor reached home. He had stayed 
late at his newspaper and received the vic- 
torious news by wire, informing him that, 
he had won the Democratic nomination for 
President of the United States. Now a 
long-distance call awaited him. 

It was his floor manager at San Fran- 
cisco, asking his choice for the vice presi- 
dential nomination. He mentioned the 
name of a man he had not met or even 
seen, but whom he had decided upon be- 
cause he was from the right part of the 
country politically, was an independent, 
and bore a well-known name. Perhaps, 
though, the head of that. state’s political 


‘orghnization would not want him, because 


he had once voted anti-Tammany for Unit- 
ed States Senator. In that event, they 
would select a certain Iowan. 

At San Francisco, the head of the New 
York organization was called out of bed 
by the floor manager. “I don’t like him,” 
he said, when he heard the New Yorker's 
name, “but this is the first time a Demo- 
cratic nominee for the presidency has 
shown me courtesy. We will nominate him 
on the first ballot.” 

ms * ~ 

And that is how Franklin D. Roosevelt 
became the Democratic nominee for Vice 
President in 1920, as the man whose run- 
ning-mate he thus became, James M, Cox, 
tells the story in his account of an extraor- 
dinarily rich and varied life. The thrice 
Governor of Ohio, born a farmer's son in 
a family of seven, grew up in the days of 
the stagecoach. 

He was a reporter on the Cincinnati En- 
quirer when a Congressman employed him 
as secretary. Later the Congressman lent 
him $6000 of the $26,000 with which he pur- 
chased the Dayton Evening News and ber 
camé a publisher at 28. 

If they filled every column with adver- 
tising and printed no news at all, they 
would only lose $500 a week, his bookkeeper 
figured. “There might have been some 
value in unbridled youth after all,” Cox 
writes. “A wise man might have quit 
then.” Instead, he took bold measures. 

He banned boiler-plate and persuaded the 
department stores to run display advertire- 
ments daily, on a basis of money back if 
results were not satisfactory. 

* * * 

One of the most outre campaigns a news- 
paper ever engaged in was Cox’s to keep 
the National Cash Register Co. in Dayton, 
John H. Patterson, whose genius had crce- 
ated the company, fell under the hypnetic 
spell of an English valet, Charles Palmer, 
a disciple of Sandow the Great, whom Pat- 
terson had met in England. Soon brilliart 
officers of the company were being forecd 
or let out, Palmer was taking over the en- 
tire management, and under his influence 
Patterson was planning to move from Day- 
ton. Stung by Cox’s exposures, Patterson 
sued him for $1,000.000, alleging libel, but 
finally dropped the suits. 

Gov. Cox owns the Dayton Daily News, 
the Miami Daily News, the Springfield 
(Ohio) News and Sun and the Atlanta 
Journal, largest newspaper in the South. 

Eight years ago he purchased the At- 
lanta Journal and the Atlanta Georgian 
and scrapped the Georgian. When some- 
one asked him why he had undertaken his 
biggest business venture at the age of 69, 
he responded that “Running water never 
grows stagnant.” All four of his grand- 
parents lived to be over 85, and as far 
he knows they all died of the croup.

MERICAN supervision has given a remarkably better life to 
the conquered Japanese than liberation has brought to many of 


the peoples of East Asia. 


The Japanese appear to be considerably more appreciative than |. 


their newly freed neighbors, 


The United States has become the whipping boy for demagogues| 
in liberated East Asia who blandly have adopted the wartime Japa-/ 
mese propaganda for their own ends. 


These points were strikingly ap- 
parent to this correspondent on 
a recent trip in Korea, China and 
the Philippines. Returning to 


Tokyo, it seems like a quiet haven 
in contrast with the turmoil out- 
side. 

The nature of the Japanese peo- 
ple has helped create this seem- 
ingly disjointed situation, but 
basically it is due to the American 
influence, which has brought a 
measure of honesty and efficiency 
to Japan compared with a grow- 
ing confusion elsewhere in East 
Asia. 

As a conquered people the Jap- 
anese cannot openly oppose Amer- 
ican guidance. As a result, their 
government is relatively more free 
of corruption than some else- 
where, and their efforts toward 
rejuvenation are more concerted 
and more genuine. 

ted States Aid Reaches People. 

American food has been brought 
to Japan and American supervi- 
gion has made certain that it 
reached the people. As a result, 
Japanese living conditions are 
generally better and living costs 
relatively more stable than in 
gome other countries. 

Many liberated peoples, intoxi- 
cated with new nati 
have dissipated their energies in 
political fights and in individual

China is gripped by eivil war 
and an economic crisis. In the 
Philippines a small-scale copy of 
the China civil war continues with 
little prospect of settlement. Crime 
and corruption are startling to a 
visitor from Japan, where occupa- 
tion authorities enforce peace and 
prevent demagogues of left or 
right from extreme use of power. 

Throughout the Far East, food 
shortages and inflation are appar- 
ent, in Japan as elsewhere. In 
Japan, however, despite watered 
currency, the average four-person 
family can squeak by on 1500 yen 
(nominally $100) a month. In 
Korea the figure is about 20,000 


yen. 
Picture Elsewhere. 

Infinitely higher costs in China 
swell with the uncertain currency, 
while imported goods scatter to 
the black market. 

In Manila, costs are about fiv 
times those before the war, and 
in a currency considerably more 
waluable than the Chinese. 

Shanghai, under the Chinese, 
has deteriorated to a clamorous, 
dirty, unkempt city which is ap- 
palling to those who knew it be- 
fore the war. It rapidly is losing 
all of the attributes which, under 
international control, made it the 
foremost metropolis of Asia; 

Ghastly war ruins still mar the 
center of Manila. Elaborate night 
clubs and gasoline stations are 
springing up, but the Filipinos 
have made only a portion of 
Japan's effort to remove the scars 
of war. 

Tokyo, under the Americans, is 
becoming a healthful, moderately- 
efficient and relatively peaceful 
city. 
Aside from these physical fac- 
tors, there is a contrast in the 
reception given Americans in 
Japan and in liberated countries. 
In Japan they appear welcome 
and never encounter racial un- 
pleasantness. In regions freed by 
American arms, minorities under 
demagogic leaders are making 
Americans’ lives increasingly un- 
pleasant. 

Lowest Influence in Korea. 

American influence is lowest in 
Korea. Confused Koreans blame 
the United States for the unpopu- 
lar Moscow decision that divided 
their country in half under Rus- 
sian-and American occupation. 

Officials in Seoul say the pro- 
jected American Marine with- 
drawal from China has caused an 
increase in Communist activity in 
the American zone and that active 
Communist cells are being organ- 
ized by Russian-trained Koreans 
who slip across the thirty-eighth 
parallel] in increasing numbers. 

Koreans of varying complexions, 
however, are blunt and avid in 
their desire to convince Ameri- 
cans they are unwelcome. 

The five-year trusteeship de- 
cided on at the Moscow confer- 
ence was interpreted from the out- 
get by Koreans as a continuation 
of the oppressive rule practiced 
by the Japanese. 

Hatred of this past vassalage 
has driven the Koreans into de- 
manding elimination of their only 
helping hand in a period of grave 
unrest. Only the Korean Com- 
munists support the trusteeship, 
apparently on instructions from 
Moscow. 

Chinese Want Money Only. 

In China, anti-Americanism, 
while growing, does not appear 
so widespread. Chinese govern- 

ent officials, however, show 

lainly that they want money, and 
ot guidance from America.

Manila hag a lively trade and 
an almost frenzied social life, but 
part of its war hangover includes 
rampant crime; a lowered moral- 
ity that makes chicanery com- 
monplace, and a confused political 
and social situation. . 

Japanese Seem Grateful. 

In Japan, the ordinary person 
seems sincerely teful for Amer- 
ican assistance. Letters of thanks 
for imported food pour into oc-) 
cupation headquarters. | 

There doubtless are plenty of 
Japanese nationalists left! who 
may raise an outcry against Amer- 
icans when the restraint of occu- 
pation is lifted, but it is question- 
able at this stage whether they 
would get the same genuine sup- 
port as in liberated countries. 

Occupied Japan, which had fur- 
ther to go, has advanced further 
toward democracy than its lib- 
erated neighbors, but all of them 
still are a long way from Ameri- 
can-style rule by the people. 


The Philippines were closest to 
the goal in 1941, but have lost 
ground in several respects since 
the lHberation, notably through 
the armed insurrection of. the 
Hukbalahaps, which has cost the 
government some of its ri 
provinces on Luzon, : 


Under the American occupation, ; 
Japan anticipates a series of elec- 
tions beginning in April without 
any fear of bloodshed. This could 
not be said of Korea, China or 
the Philippines. 


Many examples could be given 
indicative of the democratic-type 
changes in Japan. 

Principal reasons for the Jap- 
anese progress are the restraining 
influence exercised by occupation 
authorities against excesses‘ and 
their constant pressure to force 
a sluggish government to inaugu- 
rate reforms, This sort of control, 
of course, is impossible in the na- 
tionalistic liberated countries, 
which are trying their own wings 
with an imperfect knowledge of 
the principles of flight. 


Democracy Is Alien. 

For centuries Asiatics have been 
accustomed to thinking in terms 
of dictatorships and monopolies, 
Democrgcy is alien to them and) 
will come only slowly in the ab- 
sence of outside pressure. 

The Koreans are politically in- 
fantile, and the result is a rush 
of so-called political parties dom- 
inated by individuals who refuse 
to co-operate, largely. because of 
individual jealousies. 

Chinese officials have talked 
much of liberalizing their Kuomin- 
tang government. Little has been 
done, but some Americaris in Nan- 
king recently said they believed 
there was a trend in that direc- 
tion. Political Mberalization would 
be meaningless, however, with the 
Government in control of 80 per 
cent of the country’s industry. 

The Japanese also are political 
amateurs, and their Government 
still is controlled conservatives, 
but the revealing thing is the peo- 
ple themselves. Japanese in the 
cities have become more and more 
politically conscious. Labor is 
making its voice heard and may 
influence the next elections. 

To the average Chinese, pn the 
contrary, liberation means little, 
for he still lives in a wartorn 
country where military expendi- 
tures take nearly three-quarters 
of the budget. 

In the Philippines, political con- 
sciousness seems to be heightened, 
but much Filipino energy is dis- 
sipated in name-calling. Except 
for outlaw insurrectos, no effec-

He believes Géer- 
many must be represented at Mos- 
cow, that reparations must cease 
immediately, that the Ruhr and 
the Saar must remain German. 
“Otherwise” — the retired diplo- 
mat threw up his hands — “there 
will be a revolution, or a new 
Hitler.” 

Refugees in His Castle. 

Von Lersner was a member of 
the German peace delegation at 
Versailles, although not one of the 
six German signers of the main 
treaty. He became president of 
the delegation in July 1919, after 
the signing, and during seven 
months in this post signed some 
protocols to the treaty, such as 
that covering reparations for sink- 
ing of the German fleet at Scapa 
Flow. 3 

Youthful for his.63 years, his 
fortune gone, von Lersner looked 
out from a tenant farmer’s cot- 
tage ‘toward his family castle, 
overflowing now with réfugees 
from eastern Germany. 3 

“Do you really thing that Russia 
and Poland need eastern Germany 
for expansion?” he asked. 
you think that the United Nations 
can insist on the Oder-Niesgg line 
for Germany’s eastern border if 
they want peace of tranquility and 
duration?” 

“I have bitter memories of the 
Versailles treaty—but I would sign 
the peace again for Germany were 
I asked,” said von Lersner, who 
has made. peace his lifelong aim. 

“In the interests of world peace 
a German delegation must be in- 
vited to Moscow—a delegation of 
impartial diplomats selected by 
the heads of all states of the four 
occupied zones,” he said. 

His Idea of Settlement.

Signature by Centralized Government Now 
-’ Would Be Worthless and a Repetition of 
Versailles Mistake, He Says.

T is strange that it should be so generally assumed that a central 
government must be set up in Germany before a peace settlement 


can become ‘effective. 

As. an indication of the belief 
which is prevalent, a distinguished 
writer on foreign affairs recently 
stated in one of his articles, “It 
stands to reason that there should 
be a central German government 
with which to make the peace 
treaty.” This assumption is, of 
course, only admissible if we agree 
that the future of the German 
people is to be determined through 
negotiation between their consti- 
tuted government and the govern- 
meéents_of the Allied powers. ' The 
question is whether the present 
German settlement is to be based 
on consent or on imposition. 

Some of us seem to be forgetting 
the, lessons which should have 
been learned from the Paris Peace 
Conference of 1919, At that time 
the. Allied powers first contem- 
plated a preliminary settlement to 
be imposed on Germany, and a 
subsequent “congress” in which 
representatives of the German 
people would be given an oppor- 
tunity to negotiate the terms of 
a.final settlement. The idea of 
a preliminary settlement was later 
dropped. : 

Paradoxical Fiction. 

When the Treaty. of Versailles 
was ultimately adopted, it repre- 
sented in reality a series of con- 
ditions to be imposed on Germany. 
But the paradoxical fiction was 
maintained that the treaty would 
not become valid unless represen- 
tatives of the German Republic 
were willing to sign the document 
which set forth these provisions. 

Many of us can still remember 
that the feet of the Allied leaders, 

articularly those of Lloyd George, 
came exceedingly cold durin 


that any German representatives 
would agree to sign the treaty. 
There’ was no clear-cut under- 
standing whether the victorious 
powers were by their own inom 
imposing the terms on which they 
had decided, or whether the en- 
forcement of such terms was con- 
tingent on the.consent of the au- 
thorized representatives of the 
German people. 

As a:result the German people 
were more than ever persuaded 
not only that their downfall was 
due to the German revolution 
rather than to their own military 
‘inferiority, but also that the con- 
ditions to which they were sub- 
jected were not the result’ of their 
defeat but of.their betrayal by 
their own republican government 
when it signed .the Versailles 
Treaty. : 

We seem to be in danger of 
making the same mistakes that 
were made in 1919. If the four 
major powers are going to impose 
a settlement on the German peo- 
ple, is the validity of such a set- 
tlement going to be any greater 
merely: because a central Germ 
government is now established, 
and representatives of such a gov- 
ernment sign its text? Is it likely 


in 
self-pity, convinced as always that 
they are blameless and that they 


would willingly authorize their 
representatives .to accept the 
terms of any peace settlement on 
which the Allied powers might 
now agree? : 
Imposition of Terms Urged. 
What would the United Nations 
gain by insisting on the empty 
technicality. that a settlement 
must be concluded: with a central

I think we may understand 
much’ better what the Soviet 
Union proposes or deMands or re- 
fuses to do during the Moscow 
conference if we analyze its Dan- 
ubian objectives with some care. 
In previous articles I have re- 
ported on Russian economic poli- 
cies in Hungary and Romania; on 
the way reparations collections 
hold first priority; on the lack up 
to now of any nationalization of 
industries; on the Communist pro- 
gram to indoctrinate the satellite 
armies; on the handicaps and 
problems of the Communist parties 
in these countries, and many fac- 
tors which demonstrate why Com- 
munist controls are as yet far 
from complete. 
Contradiction in Objectives. 
In the light of these. elements 
and facts, one thing becomes clear. 
There has been an inevitable self- 
contradiction in the Soviet’s first 
and immediate objectives in Hun- 
gary.and Romania. War booty 
and reparations products were 
given first priority because Rus- 
sia’s home reconstruction needs 
are so urgent. But the huge 
amounts taken out of these coun- 
tries aroused much resentment 
among their populations—and that 
boomeranged against domestic 
Communists trying to draw the 
masses into their party. While the 
U.8.S.R, benefited by getting very 
important economic sinews to 
strengthen its home foundations, 
the basis of Communist propa- 
ganda and growth along the Dan- 
ube was weakened proportion- 
ately. 

Consequently the Hungarian 
and Romanian Communists, al- 
though championing the Soviet 
system, have had to operate thus 
far under very considerable politi- 
cal limitations—and psychological 
ones as well, Their parties were 
able to control their countries’ 
police and domigate their govern- 
ments, but they were not strong 
enough to introduce Marxist eco- 
nomics: at once. They likewise 
had to go slowly because the poli- 
tical opposition was too numerous, 
even if lumbering and badly led. 

At this point is becomes evident 
that Moscow started with two sets 
of Danubian objectives; one for 
the immediate situation of the 
first post war years, the other 
long-term. That was the only 
practical attitude to take, so why 
should it not be equally practical 
ineregard to Germany? The Big 
Four conference should therefore 
bring the gradual unfolding of the 
Soviets’ long-term aims for Ger- 
many; . intermingled, quite prob- 
ably, with some which are strictly 
intermediary. 

Want Marxist Systems, 


In regard to the Danubian zone, 
most observers there are agreed 
that the Soviets’ long-term objec- 
tives for Hungary and Romania 
must be strongly Marxist—mean- 
ing the eventual establishment of 
systems patterned as closely as 
practicable on the. Soviet model. 
It is pretty genérally expected 
that this will finally result. There 
is much difference of conjecture, 
however, as to whether it will 
happen in two. or in five years, 
or maybe more, whether in Hun- 
gary, Romania or Bulgaria. 

How chaotic will inflations and 
the present serious economic de- 
clines become? Will popular un- 
rest and violence from impover- 
ished and hungry people bring 
complications of unexpected mag- 
nitude? Will the Hungarians’ and 
Romanians’ anti-Communist op- 
position retard consolidation by 
the Communists in these coun- 
tries? ... Or will the Communist 
Meaders there, or Moscow, make 
the mistake of trying to do too 
much too quickly? 

These questions are clearly justi- 
fied by the circumstances which 
now exist. To-ask them is to 
point up the delicacy and the haz- 
ards of the Soviets’ long-term plan- 
ning for the Danubian area. The 
Satellite nations can yield just 
so much milk for the time being,

but every cow must also be fed. 
To push these nations abruptly 
into a Marxist economy might 
make them very dubious Soviet 
satellite assets, productively, for a 
good many years—and it might- 
possibly provoke domestic dis- 
orders. Yet both the Russians and 
the local Communists may get 
into too great a hurry—or they 
may reach a plage where they feel 
that events force their hand. 

The combined drainage of 
war booty shipments and repar- 
ations has certainly weakened 
Hungary and Romania to a 
marked degree both industrially 
and in their general economy. 
That fact flatly contradicts those 
prophets who painted the Se 
viets as preparing to “take over 
Europe” aggressively in the next 
Yew years. Weakened satellites 
and their largely estranged pop- 
ulations would surely make the 
poorest kind of allieg for any 
forceful expansion across 
rope. Even in the long view it 
will take many years before the 
Hungarian- Romanian econo 
mies can become fairly stabi- 
lized, or their political systems 
revised and solidified. 

Looked at from almost any 
angle it becomes apparent that the 
Danubian Communists have a 
long job on their hands, and that 
Moscow's policies in this area are 
prompted overwhelmingly by the 
imperative needs of Soviet home 
reconstruction—which means So- 
viet security. Russian leaders rec- 
ognize that this reconstruction and 
relative security will require three 
or four Five-Year Plans. Thus, 
the great emphasis on reparations 
in finished goods and materials 
from Hungary and Romania, Thus 
the certainty of an equal insist- 
ence on large and speedy repara- 
tions deliveries from Germany. 

Along the Danube the Rus- 
sians had to put reparations de- 
liveries well ahead of “soviet- 
izing” the satellite countries. In 
regard to Germany it appears 
certain that their concern over 
increased reparations deliveries, 
and boosted German production, 
will be equally emphatic. As 
for winning a majority of the 

Germans politically, that will 

have to be a long-term gamble, 

But the important thing to re- 

member is that the Soviets need 

a German settlement—and some 

kind of German stability — as 

much as any big power con- 
cerned. 

The Kremlin’s economic priority 
policy on the Danube demon- 
strates clearly where its greatest 
immediate anxiety lies—in rebuild- 
ing at home. For this reason the 
Russians are in a position where 
they will also have to make can- 
cessions in the horsetrade over 
Germany. If they hold off from 
making compromises during this 
Moscow conference—which is only 
the opening stage—they, as well 
as the other Allies, will- have to 
make them later on.

The position taken by the Ford 
company was upheld in an arbi- 
tration proceeding. Personal at- 
tacks, impugning the character 
and honesty. of Smith and Elvin, 
followed in the local union publi- 
cation. What appeared to be a 


planned program of humiliation‘ 


by other union members was jn- 
voked. _— 

‘Smith and Elvin were “booed” 
when they entered the plant lunch- 
room. Automobile “pool” drivers 
declined to supply transportation, 
nor would others ride with Smith, 
who had thus used his automobile 
until he sold it as a result of the 
boycott. At th¢ plant’s American 
Legion post@meetings, members 
turned aside when ¥Elvin ap- 
proached, They were subjected ta 
derogatory comment and con- 
temptuous attitudes. 

Statements by the two men, am- 
plified by their ‘attorney, William 
H. P. Cox, make evident that the 
serious proceedings were rooted in 
early argument that began soon 
after they were assigned to tasks 
as test drivers. Elvin and Smith 
learned it was the practice for 
each man to turn out 11 or 12 
trucks each day. At first they con- 
formed to custom.

Classification as te8t driver ts 
desirable among workmen as it 
involves less physical effort and 
the $1.15 hourly wage rate is 
slightly higher than average.

In the course 
of the trip, made at various 
speeds, the driver was charged 
with checking all instruments, in- 
cluding the 45-mile-limit speed 
governor, gas oil, heat and other 
gauges, ammeéter, windshield wip- 
ers and other equipment. After 
checking other parts for leakages 
or similar defects, the driver made 
note of his findings on,a form. 


Elvin and Smith dechded the 
trucks ‘could be checked more 
rapidly than at the rate of 11 or 
12 a day for each driver. Ags 
spokesman, Elvin recounted:

In ‘part; of course, they are the 
outcome of the immense. change- 
over from war to peace. In part, 
they are the outcome of the neces- 
sary price we have had to pay for 
the organization of victory over 
redoubtable enemies, twice within 
a generation. But we must not 
forget that, in part aJso, they are 
due to the condition to which both 
industry and agriculture had been 
brought by the operation of a free 
or capitalist economy, above all, 
in the last generation. 

The. roots, indeed, of this condi- 
tion go back still earlier, possibly 
as far back as the American Civil 
War. But it is probable that if, at 
the turn of the century, the busi- 
ness leaders of this country had 
not recklessly wasted the re 
sources of this country—and not 
least its psychological resources— 
we should not today be faced By 
the prospect of some years of 
stringency .before we can hope 
once more to begin to go forward. 

There is a very real sense in 
which, like Russia after the Octo 
ber Revolution, the British Gov- 
ernment has inherited from its 
predecessor a legacy of debt and 
burden which must be met before 
the state is in good working order. 

It is interestthge to note two 
things. None of the critics of the 
White Paper but asks not for less 
Planning but for more. None of 
the enemies of the Government 
proposes that we should abolish 
all the controls and let the mere 
mechanism of prices determine the 
equilibrium of our system. On the 
contrary, almost every suggestion 
made involves action by the Gov- 
ernment, sometimes very stringent 
action. 

The Real Question. 

The real question is whéther 
the action to be taken should pro- 
ceed along the line most helpful 
to the claims of Big Business or 
whether it conform to the prin- 
ciples of socialist democracy to 
which this Government is com- 
mitted. 

It must not waste manpower, 
for example, on vast imperial 
commitments, even foreign com- 
mitments, the benefits of which 
are felt by a small section of the 
community only and not by the 
whole nation. That is why many 
of us believe that the service 
chiefs--and gpecially the Army 
chiefs—have persuaded -the Gov- 
ernment to maintain far greater 
military forces than are necessary 
for the-national well-being. 

We suspect, for instance, that 
our troops in the Middle East do 
more to protect American inter- 
ests in the oil of Saudi Arabia 
than they do to protect any Brit- 
ish interests there. We think 
that, if Bevin puts all his energy 
and practical sagacity into the 
task, he can come to as large- 
scale an understanding with Rus- 
sia as he has done with France 
and that such an understanding 
would swiftly enable the cabinet 
to ease the manpower situation by 
the addition of several hundred 
thousand men and women who 
are now doing little except being 
“browned off” all over the five 
continents, 

We do not believe that there is 
any real ground for Anglo-Russian 
rivalry. We are convinced that if 
an effective treaty were made, 
some, at least, of the ground for 
bad relations between Russia and 
the United States would be re- 
moved,

Five Groups and Six States Work for 
Rehabilitation of 3 Million Alcoholics

NEW YORK, March 8 (APY, 
IVE’ national organizations 
F and six states are at work in 
the nation’s greatest concerted 
effort to save alcoholics and pre- 
vent alcoholism since prohibition. 
This work is not part of pro- 
hibition. In fact its sponsors in- 
clude both prohibitionists and 
liquor dealers. The object is to 
rehabilitate three million alco- 
holics} which is the estimate of 
the total number of American 
drinkers who have lost control, 
All the grganizations hope also 
to solve the mystery of why some 
people: become drunkards in the 
face of the fact that a large ma- 
jority of those who drink alcoholic 
beverages never take liquor to the 
point of intoxication, 
This movement is described by 
Harry M. Tiebout, in the social 
work yearbook 1947 of the Russell 
Sage Foundation. His figures on 


the total alcoholics are from the 


research council on problems of 
alsohol. These give 2,250,000 per- 
sons who daily take more alcohol 
than is good for them, or else go 
off on perennial sprees. There is 
an estimated 750,000 in whom al- 
coholism has clearly become a 
disease, 


The organizations are Alcoholics 
Anonymous that was founded by 
two persons in the spring of 1935; 
the Research Council of Problems 
of Alcohol started in 1937; the 
quarterly journal of Studies of Al- 
cohol in 1940; the National Com- 
mittee for Education on Alcohol- 
ism in 1944; and the National 
Committee on Alcohol Hygiene in 
1944, 


Alcoholism Like Cancer. ¢ 


New Jersey and Connecticut 
have laws creating commissions‘ 
to combat alcoholism, and liquor 
taxes pay part of the expenses in 
Connecticut. Four states have 


to examine the possibilities for 
state action. 

Tiebout says alcoholism is like 
cancer in that after a Certain 
point the drinking habit becomes 
automatic, and out of control. The 
drinker still can be saved, but he 
never can drink again, because 
drink has become a diseage. 

The reasons for this are wun- 
known, There are theories and 
they do not agree. Trial and error 
methods, or empiricism, Tiebout 
says, work better than scientific 
methods, because of lack of knowl- 
edge of the causes. 

There are three empirical meth- 
ods, One, Alcoholics Anonymous, 
reports 50 to 75 per cent success 
in establishing sobriety. The sec- 
ond is conditioned-reflex, using 
emetics that cause vomiting when 
drinking. This method claims 50 
to 60 per cent success. The third 
is psychological, reporting 10 to 
15 per cent success, but as used 
in a Yale plan clinic, about 60 per4

HERE was nothing much 
wrong with Mr. Craig to

The unfortunate Craig, who 
happened to be the central 
figure in a radio show called 
“Inner Sanctum,” is one of 
several of his ilk now being 
stalked by an organization 
called The National Council of 
Youth Entertainment which, 
while not exactly a tall, dark 
figure, might just as well be, 
so far as motive is concerned, 

The council, which is deep- 
ly concerned about the effects 
of such characters as Mr. 
Craig and their various doings 
and undoings on the emotions 
of children radio listeners, is 
out to get them. If it has its 
Way, such characters will 
either meet a horrible fate or 
will be relegated to some hour 
of the day when children are 
in school, in bed, out commit- 
ting little crimes they learned 
about on the radio, or other- 
wise occupied.

The Council, recently or- 
ganized in Washington, is be- 
ing formed into a nation-wide 
organization and, according 
to its founder, Mrs. George F, 
Hanowell of Washington, is 
growing by leaps and bounds. 
Letters of congratulation are 
coming in from parents all 
over the country, she says, 
and chapters of the 
tion are springing up from 
coast to coast. 

Representative Walter Ho- 
ran (Rep.) of Washington re- 
cently described radio crime 
programs, somewhat foggily 
perhaps, as “narcotics of the 
airwaves” and introduced a 
bill which would authorize 


the House Commerce Com- 
mittee to investigate whether 
“in the public interest re- 
strictions should be placed 
upon radio broadcasting of 
erime programs. 

Since this is far from the 
first time that ad quizzical 
eyebrow has been cocked at 
such programs, the major 
broadcasting companies have 
remained unruffled. Carleton 
D. Smith, manager of the 
Washington office of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company, 
dismissed the Council as “the 
brain child of one woman— 
Mrs. Hanowell—who is seek- 
ing publicity.” Lyman Bry- 
son, counsellor on public af- 
fairs for the Columbia Broad- 
casting System, remarked 
that a good many crime pro- 
grams are on the air—some- 
thing of a masterpiece of un- 
derstatement— but that it 
would seem to the broadcast- 
ers that it was up to the 
parents to decide just what 
programs the children should 
hear, 
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Among the programs con- 
demned by the Council on the 
grounds they are “spine-chill- 
ing” and “nerve-wrecking” 
are, in addition to “Inner 
Sanctum,” “Crime Doctor,” “I 
Was a Convict,”, “Suspense,” 
“Notorious Gentleman,” “I 
Deal in Crime,” “Mystery 
House,” “The Shadow” and 
“The Unknown.” Partly as a 
public service and partly out 
of curiosity to see what they 
were all about, your corre- 
spondent listened to several 
of these programs. The re- 
sults are presented herewith, 
without comment, for the 
benefit of parents of small 
children. 

We return you now to the 
first act of “Inner Sanctum,” 
where we find Mr. Craig, just 
escaped from a sanatarium, 
standing around on a desert- 


ed railway station at mid-

night. He is in a state of 
advanced panic, because he 
has discovered that the tall, 
dark figure, whom he thought 
he had eluded, is right there 
on the platform with him. 
From then on, events are fast 
and a little confusing. Mr. 
Craig throttles a man, steals 
his ticket and jumps aboard 
the train. Only to discover 
that someone else got on with 
him. Later he sees a coffin 
being hoisted into a e 
car ahead, and impelled by 
the.idea that the coffin is for 
him, he goes to. the baggage 
car to have a look. 
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In trips back and forth be- 
tween his stateroom and the 
baggage car, people get in 
and out of the coffin, Mr. 
Craig gets more and more 
hysterical and finally a man 
gets out of the coffin and an- 


nounces to Mr. Craig that he 


is George Bigelow, the man 
Mr. Craig is supposed to have 
throttled back on the — 
platform and whose te- 
room he is now occupying. 
At this point Mr, Craig, who 
has been a borderline case 
ahyway, cracks up completely 
even though Mr, Bigelow tries 
to explain to him he isn’t 
really dead and that Mr. 
Craig saved his life (perhaps 
we should have explained that 
the two men with the coffin 
got on with the express pur- 
pose of bumping off Bigelow). 
Mr. Craig is too far gone for 
explanations. Convinced that 
Bigelow is the grim reaper in 
modern dress, he _ leaps, 
screaming, from the speeding

train, putting an end to both 
Mr, Craig and his psychoses. 
The moral, of course, is that 
if you have an appointment 
in Samarrkh you might as well 
keep it. This moral may be 
beyond the reach of the aver- 
age smal] child, but he will 
recognize the fact that Mr. 
Craig is as nutty as a fruit 
cake and anyway draw his 
own conclusions, — 
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The moral on the other 
shows is a little more clearly 
drawn, In “The Shadow,” for 
instance, we learn that you 
can’t go around burning 
buildings to collect insurance 
and hope to get away with it. 
Sooner or later a character 
named Lamont Cranston will 
catch up with you. Cranston, 
we are tipped off by the an- 
nouncer, is really a man about 
town and a sort of combina- 
tion of Mandrake and Thom- 
as E. Dewey. He is possessed 
of a strange power which 
gives him the ability to “cloud 
men’s senses so they can’t 
see him.” When he wants to 
bring a criminal to justice all 
he. has to do is cloud up his 
senses real good and then 
scare the daylights out of 
him. When a criminal hears 
a sort of disembodied voice 
talking to him in sepulchral 
tones, he most generally goes 
to pieces and spills every- 
thing. 

Anyway, the program is de- 
scribed as “the relentless 
fight of one man against the 
forces of evil.” In the epi- 
sode we heard, the forces of 
evil were in the form of an 
arson gang engaged in loot- 
ing vacant country estates, 
then burning them down to 
hide the theft. One of the 
gang, a guy named Duke, had 
been an incendiary expert in

the things he had utilized for

of explosive with the con- 
sistency of putty which sticks 
to whatever it hits and then 
explodes, Just to show a po- 
tential victim what it might 
do, Duke throws a hunk of 
the stuff at a marble statue. 
It sticks to the statue’s head 
and then, @fter a couple of 
seconds it explodes, neatly 
blowing the head to bits.

Which just goes to 
show how well the intended 
victim knew Duke.

Needless to say, the Shadow 
tracked down Duke and the 
rest of the . But before 
he can round them up for the 
station wagon, one of the 
gang, who thinks Duke double- 
crossed them, throws some of 
the sticky explosive on him. 
Before he gan pull it off, it 
explodes, blowing him right 
into the New Jerusalem. The 
story ends on this. note of 
poetic justice. 
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The program called “Crime 
Doctor” is built around a 
character known as Doctor 
Ordway, who has a way of 
stepping into a knotty situa- 
tion when the police are 
stumped and, by observing a 
few minor but highly relevant 
details which had escaped the 
cops, tying the case up in a 
Youngsters 
may be reassured to know, if 
they heard this particular epi- 
sode, that in case they ever 
break out of jail there is a 
sort of underground in oper- 
ation which will take care of 
them. The head of the organ- 
ization is a Mr. tmer who 
is known to the fest of the 
world as a wealthy and high- 
ly respected real estate man. 

The action starts when 
Buck Loomis breaks cout of 
jail. Buck explains how “he 
stuck up a guy in a car and 
made him trade clothes and 
then took his car—another 
useful piece of information. 
For some reason, difficult to 
fathom, the ring doesn’t want 
Buck around. Buck is going 
to be around anyway. So 
they hire another ex-con, a 
former geon, and tell Buck 
the doc is going to change his 
face. That’s what they tell 
Buck. Later he is found float- 
ing face down in the river, a 
result of too much ether by 
arrangement with the doctor. 
A gal named Stella sets out to 
find who bumped Buck off. 
She and her friends get a 
guy named Joe to squeal by 
putting him on a couch and

threatening to put him away 
with ether too. Then Stella’ 
goes after Mr. Latmer, the 
real estate man, and bumps 
him off. Here is where Doctor 
Ordway shines. Stella claims 
she was passing the house, 
saw Latmer and another guy 
fighting by the open front 
door, and the other guy 
bumped Latmer off. 

“It is obvious from your 
story,” says Doctor Ordway, 
“that you killed him. There’s 
one thing you overlooked.” 
What Stella overlooked was 
that if Latmer had been 
bumped off in the open door- 
way, the body would have 
been in the front of the door 
and not back of it. Which 
made it clear—to Doctor Ord- 
way, at least—that Stella was 
the killer. Outside of the 
rather obvious fact that crime 
doesn’t pay, the only moral 
we draw from it for young 
people is never to trust a real 
estate man—a precept which 
in these times is a little re- 
dundant, 
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That’s as far as we got in 
our research, which we think 
anyone will agree is far 
enough for one person in the 
course of one week, and we 
pass it on for what it’s worth. 
We can only report that we 
didn’t get our spine chilled 
or our nerves wrecked. We 
just got confused and sort of 
depressed. 

As for their effect on chil- 
dren, we're inclined to believe 
that if any child gets his 
spine chilled or his nerves 
wrecked by what we heard he 
is a very poor judge of lit- 
erary and dramatic values 
and that he, rather than the 
radio programs, should. be 
subject to scrutiny.. Maybe 
the radio industry could or- 
ganize a society of its own, 
to scrutinize children. After 
all, there’s two sides to every 
case. : 
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~ She Didn't Want "Arizona Slim" Jailed for Shooting Her but the Law Turned a Deaf Ear

PHOENIX, Ariz., March 8. 
HEN a man sets out to kill 
his beautiful wife and ends 
up by crippling her in a hor- 
ror-laden burst of gunfire, you 
wouldn’t expect quixotic gestures 
to mark their future relationship. 
But that’s what happened re- 
cently while the violent romance 
of Margaret Farley Wickware, 
“Typical American Girl of 1938,” 
and Reid “Arizona Slim” Wick- 
Ware, an ex-convict cowboy, was 
running its unpredictable course. 
For though Margaret was shot 
by her hard-drinking husband 
last July, she later begged authori- 
ties to let him go free. And just 
last month, the former model and 
magazine ‘cover girl had herself 
wheeled into court in a hospital 
bed so that she could support his 
plea for probation on a conviction 
growing out of the incident. 
What’s more, Arizona Slim then 
dramatically dropped his plea 
and accepted a seven to 10-year 
prison term rather than put the 
beautiful invalid onvees the. or- 
deal of testifying for him in pub- 
li

The strange story of the cowboy 
and the cover girl began in 1944 
when Margaret, daughter of a 
Rutgers University professor, went 
to Reno to get a divorce from 
Henry Skelton, a New York bank 
executive. 

While waiting for her decree, 
she met Arizona Slim, tall, tough 
proprietor of a run-down dude 
ranch, Though friends warned the 
28-year-old girl that Slim had run 
up a police record for rape, va- 
grancy and procuring in his 36 
years, she fell for his promises of 
romance in the Great West and 
married him.

UT instead of a glamorous out- 
oors life, the lovely brunette 
who had been at home in Man- 
hattan’s swankiest spots ended up 
by slinging hash in a beanery and 
bar that Slim bought here in 
Phoenix. , Gaee 
Disillusionment pricked at her 
like the desert cactus. Finally, 
after Slim began demonstrating 
his he-man propensities by slap- 


ping her in public, Margaret filed. 


for a divorce last July. Her hus- 
band promptly threatened to kill 
her, and she withdrew the suit. 

On July 9, Margaret went to a 
friend’s house for a bridge game. 
Nearby, a window was open. The. 
girl said: 

“Close that window. Slim might 
be right out there. He can shoo 
me through that window.” 

The friends tried to calm her, 
and the game went on. But a few 
moments later, Slim’s sister tele- 
phoned this warning: 

“Slim’s been here to get some 
bullets for his gun. Watch out.” 

The warning came too late, No 
sooner. was the call over when 
Slim walked into the room, wav- 
ing a revolver. Even though his 
wife had withdrawn her divorce 
suit, he was furious because she 
had left him for the evening. 

While the others watched in ter- 
ror, Slim took deliberate aim and 
fired three shots into his wife’s 
body. Then, still calm, he fired a 
bullet into his own chest. The 
cowboy fell near Margaret. Rais- 
ing himself a few inches, he stared 
at her, then said: 

“My God, are you still alive 
after all the lead I pumped in 
you?” 

A second later, husband and 
wife were unconscious, The other 
bridge players, able to move at 
last, called for help. And the 
Wickwares were taken to the same 
wing of St. Monica’s hospital. 

One of the cowboy’s bullets had 
lodged itself dangerously near to 
Margaret’s spine, and it was clear 
that it would be a long, long time 
until she could walk again, Then, 
after a few days, she heard that 
Slim was sitting up in his bed, and

“Please,” she begged officials, 
“put him under chains. I'll be 
frightened as long as he’s alive.

He once told me 
that if I married another man, 
he’d kill the man, and any chil- 
dren we might have.”

OLICE assured her that Slim 
would be chained’ to his bed, 
and that he would be under a 
24-hour guard, Willingly, Margaret 
signed a complaint charging him 
with assault with intent to kill. 


Then, she again filed suit for di- 
vorce, charging “excessive cruelty.” 

The divotce came through in 
time, Margaret dropped out of 
sight, and Arizona officials pre- 
pared to throw the book at Slim 
when he came to trial on Feb. 12. 

Then Margaret gave the first 
indication that love and hate ran 
on alternating currents as far as 
she was concerned. For out of 
the blue, she wrote a letter to the 
County Attorney asking that the 
criminal charges against her for- 
mer husband be dropped, The 
strange letter said: 

“T never thought Slim intended 
to kill me. He is an arrested casq 
of T.B., and with his present in- 
jury ...I1 can’t see any reason 
for you trying to imprison him. 
I am sure he has learned his les- 
son and is very remorseful for his 
act. We are divorced, as you 
know. I probably will never see 
him again and I don’t feel I have 
any reason to fear him.”

wuHE County Attorney, remem- 
bered the horrified, haunted 
girl of just a few months ago 
and the grim police guard over 
Slim’s bed. Shaking his head, and 


wondering anew at the fantastic 
ways of women, he read on: 

“I was the one who was injured 
and I feel I have suffered enough. 
This was our family affair and I 
can’t quite believe that the people 
of Arizona will agree that it is 
your affair and not mine, and that 
you will go ahead with the prose- 
cution.” 

The county attorney said at first 
that he would go ahead with the 
case, but it was obvious that Mar- 
garet’s change of heart had 
knocked the props out from under 
an attempted murder charge. 

Quick to capitalize on the break, 
Slim pleaded guilty of the lesser 
charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon. As a purely routine mat- 
ter, a probation hearing was set. 

But when officials and attend- 
ants assembled for that hearing— 
after all, what chance did a man 
with Slim’s record have for pro- 


bation?—they had reckoned with- 
. out the amazing scope of Mar- 


garet’s power of forgiveness. 

For as the court convened, there 
was a shuffling at the back door, 
and Margaret was borne down the 
aisle in her bed, She looked over 
at the cowboy and smiled faintly. 

Slim paled,-then talked quickly

“sweating out” her six-weeks resi- 
dence.- Slim took her for long 
rides, specializing in desert sun- 
sets. And he was right there, 
smiling down at her with the 
frank, open manliness of the 
plainsman, when a judge awarded 
her a $40,000 alimony settlement 
along with her divorce. 


“Just watch my smoke now,” 
Slim told the other boys around 
the bunkhouse.

tender plunked down $22,000 in 
cash and assumed a $20,000 
mortgage for a piece of property 
which he named the Rocking RW

Fishing for Trout 


In Ozark Streams

WEEK ago Friday, just about the time the snow started 
to stick, a couple of boys from down in Cape Girardeau 
county stopped on their way to Montauk to open the 
trout season. The thermometer was standing at six degrees 
below freezing; the barom- 

eter was dropping. We sat 

by the fire and talked farm- 

ing, for one of these men is 

with the Soil Conservation 

Service and the other owns 

a big farm between Jackson 

and Cape Girardeat.

abroad in such weather. For my part, I'll wait until there’s a 
break in the weather—or until spring has definitely arrived. 
Semehow when I make my first trout tion, I like to 
find the bloodroot blooming on the woodland floor; to see the 
Dutchmen's breeches in flower and the wild columbine show- 
ing on the warm side of jhe rocky bluffs that border the trout 


waters.

Trout fishing in Missouri is, in a sense, a synthetic 
sport; the fighting rainbow is not a native and can only 
be planted in the cold waters close to the big springs. 
But the fish are comparatively easy to raise in hatch- 
eries and I think there is evidence that they do spawn 
and raise young in colder waters. Many of us have 
taken big trout below Welch Cave and Pulltight Springs 
on Ourrent River and on the Eleven Point River below 
Greer Springs and it seems doubtful that they were 
planted there. These waters are no longer open to early 
fishing—and perhaps the experts on the Commission 
will tell me I'm off base on this matter of rainbow 


trout breeding naturally in Missouri. But there's a 
long stretch of some 26 miles of trout water on the 
Current, running clean from Montauk down to Cedar 
Grove; not te mention Meramec Spring, Dry Fork, 
Bennett Spring and Roaring River.

@ FOR ANYONE WHO LIKES THIS EARLY fishing, cloth- 
ing is an important part of the equipment. Waders that don’t 
leak and are light and snug-fitting enough for easy walking 
as well as wading are important. Often you may want to trek 
a mile or so downstream looking for a likely hole not over-run 
by other fishermen—and you don't want blisters on your heels. 
Plenty of heavy wool sox are a necessity; two pairs aren’t 
too many inside your boots, and it is good to start out each’ 
morning with sox that are thoroughly dry, as well as to have 
a fresh pair to slip on when you get to your cabin or camp 
in the evening. For this kind of weather, long red flannels 
are highly practical. I keep a pair of heavy stagged wool lum- 
berman’'s breeches, especially for this early fishing, to be used 
instead of stiff canvas or duck. And a fleece-lined jacket over 
a wool shirt is a necessity where you may be fairly inactive 
for long periods as you attemipt to coax one big trout out of 


his hiding place. ;

@ No SPECIAL TROUT TACKLE is necessary, though a 
lighter and somewhat stiffer fly rod than the one used for 
Missouri smallmouth bass is generally preferred. If a tapered 
line is not available, you may want to add some extra length 
to your leaders and these should be of lightweight, 
four to six pound test, with tippets of still lighter material. 
You'll want a creel, a plastic box or leather book for flies, a 
landing net, and a small tin box that fits In a pocket or in 
the creel. This latter is for spinners, snelled hooks, split shot, 
a small pair of scissors which are mighty handy when chang- 
ing lures with hands that are practically frozen. As for lures, 
you'll take your favorites, then study those with which the 
other boys are having success at the particular spot where 
you're fishing. In the past I’ve found the McGinty, Black Gnat, 
Brown Hackle and other patterns effective, as well as “woolly 
worms” and some strange concoctions picked up or the spot.

Nor am I enough of a purist to rule out bait fishing 
later on in the season and in waters where bait is al- 
lowed.

‘with the sketches I had made, 


gave a complete record of the of- 
fice layout and of the kind and 
types of equipmient that we would 
have to open. On the possibility 
that I might have left something 
unnoticed, I made a return in- 
spection a few nights later. 
Long before I had finished this 
preliminary work, I realized that 
this entry would be complicated 
and on a scale that would require 
all the men and equipment we 


‘had available. We would need two 


photorecord cameras, the radio 
car, two portable radios built into 
suitcases—one for each floor—and 
at least 20 men, all of whom must 
be armed with pencil-type gas 
guns and flashlights. We used 
these in place of revolvers and 
blackjacks, which were illegal in 
New York under the Sullivan 
Law. 

The men for security detail 
were chosen with especial care. 
Using the cover of cleaning and 
repair crews, they worked around 
the offices for days until they had 
become familiar with the appear- 
ance of the principal employes 
and could recognize them at a 
glance. Several nights later, we 
visited the building and made sure 
that the points where the security 
men were to be stationed were

‘Then the radio car and portable 
sets were.tested in the area to 
make sure that the electric equip- 
ment of the building did not pro- 
duce enough static to interfere 
with sending and receiving signals. 
(Sometimes this was great enough 
to make it impossible to use our 
radio. Then, series of other sig~- 
nals had to be resorted to, such 
as the telephones in the building’s 
elevators. Luckily we had no such 
complication here.) Reliable trans- 
lator-evaluators familiar with the 
languages in which the offices’ 
documents were likely to be writ- 
ten were difficult to find for this 
search because the language was 
not a widely*known one; but a call 
to the Navy Yard produced the 
men we needed. Finally, the en- 
tire party was thoroughly briefed. 
Each man knew exactly what his 
duties would be and what avenues 
of escape would be used in case of 
interruption.

EFORE starting out, each man 
ade a complete inspection of 

his clothing and removed all 
identifying labels. Men in charge of 
equipment went over it thorough- 
ly, made certain that it was all in 
working order and that necessary 
spare parts were included before 
it was packed into the cases. 
With the cameras we made sure 
that we had several extra rolls of 
films.

All 
equipment was checked and put 
into its carrying cases, each of 
which carried in large type the 
stenciled label, “Longman Build- 
ing Survey Engineering Com- 
pany.” At 10:55 the radio car and 
the two squad cars left for the 
building. The radio car was to 
take up its position directly across 
the street in full view of the en- 
trance. In it were three men, the 
radio operator and the two who 
would alternate in watching the 
entrance. In the two squad cars 
were the interior radio and cam- 
era crews. At 11:14, by arrange- 
ment with the superintendent, the 
steel door of the freight entrance 
rolled up and both squad cars 
drove in. A minute later, the doors 
rolled down. With the precision of 
a football team about to make a 
decisive play, these men loadéd 
their equipment into an elevator 
and made their way up to the 
tenth and eleventh floors.

After 25 Years, 
Still Going Strong.

ITH the opening of “Blossom Time,” tonight at the American 
Theater, it is interesting to note it and “The Student

ITS ACCLAIM has been international. First produced in Vienna| 


in 1916 as “Das Dreimaederlhaus” (The House of the Three Maidens) 


with Franz Schubert’s music adapted by H. Berte, it had a long run; 


success that was repeated in other European capitalse—Bu 


Berlin, Paris (where it was called “Chanson d’Amour”) and London 


(where it was titled “Lilac Time”). 

Acquiring the American rights, the Shuberts brushed it up , with 
a new libretto by Dorothy Donnelly and new musical arrangements 
by Sigmund Romberg. Following its opening on Broadway in 1921, 
it was a phenomenal hit. It ran for three seasons, for a time it was 
played by two companies simultaneously in theaters across the street 
from each other. It racked up runs of six months in Chicago, 29 
weeks in Philadelphia and eight months in Boston. Since then, come 
war, hell and high water, there has always been a “Blossom Time” 
company trouping on the road somewhere each season.

REASONS FOR THIS continued popularity are palpable enough. 
The music has lots of sugar added to the melodic excerpts from 
Schubert. The comedy is good old uninhibited corn. Mostly it is a 
fat man, the court jeweler, and a thin man, the detective, snooping 
about, bumping into each other and saying “Shhh!” and “Suspicious!” 
The drama spreads sentiment over the stage like a carpet of autumn 
leaves. Schubert, usually represented as a plump, lugubrious little 
man, but in any case with long sideburns and thick glasses, loses his 
light of love to a friend, handsome and a tenor to boot, at second act 
curtain. In the last act he prepares to die. The sobs of tender- 
hearted females shake the rafters of the theaters. Mothers who 
first cried back in the twenties come back in the forties with their 
daughters, so the offspring may get in on a real weeping orgy.

PERHAPS THE LOVER OF SCHUBERT might be entitled to 
a sardonic tear on his own for what has been done to the composer. 
That the sunny poet of music, whose melodic genius probably has 
had no counterpart, is depicted as a sad sack is of no moment. But 
the way the music of the man whose swelling heart poured out 600 
songs of limpid lyric beauty has been distorted and “popularized” is 
what makes the sensitive musician wince, 

For instance, an eight-bar melody has been taken from the first 
movement of the “Unfinished” symphony, the rhythm changed, the 
theme thinly developed along standard sentimental lines. Result: 
“Song of Love,” which has always left the customers gasping for : 
more. “Tell Me, Daisy,” was similarly concocted from a melody in 
the second movement, one of the loveliest written this side of the 
angels. “Lonely Heart” was whittled out of the impassioned “Ave 
Maria.” The “Sergnade,” and a “Moment Musicale” were left virtu- 
ally intact, but “Three Little Maids” is fudge from the ballet music 
of “Rosamunde.”__ 3

AND WHAT IRONY I8 THERE. For, though it contained some 
of Schubert's most lilting work, “Rosamunde” closed after two nights 
when it was first produced. It makes one wonder. Millions of people 
who wouldn't care for Schubert's works intact, flock to hear “his 
melodies watered down and candied by a tune-smith who knows ex- 
actly what the public wants. The composer of the C-Major symphony, 
the genius who fashioned the crystalline beauty of “Hark! Hark! The 
Lark,” and “Who Is Sylvia?” if one afternoon, is known to hundreds 
of thousands of theater-goers chiefly as'a stage baritone with a 
broken heart.

URING the New Orleans carnival season, there are. 
more than 40 balls. Given by various men’s secret 
organizations in the munici auditorium, the balls 

comprise a side of the carni and Mardi Gras most 
persons rarely see. They are the high points of the city’s 
social season. " 

Invitations to the strictly formal affairs are sent out 
by members of the sponsoring organizations, most of which 
are called krewes. Men guests and all except a selected 
group of women guests sit in balconies overlooking the 
dance floor. The special group of women are in the 
“call out” section adjoining the floor. . 

A king and queen preside over each ball. The queen 
and her maids, usually current debutantes, are regally - 
gowned. The king and his court are costumed and 
as are other krewe members. Each ball has a theme based 
on history, legend or the supernatural; setting is ornate 
and expensive. 

Dancing begins after maskers (krewe members) make 
pompous entrance, then present pageant depicting ball’s 
theme. Maskers give names of desired dance partners to 
“callers,” who summon women from the “call out” section; 
to be called out repeatedly is to attain pinnacle of social 
success. After each dance, women are escorted to their 
seats, where they await another invitation.

S long ago as 1715, French Governor Kerlerec of Louisiana 
made reference to a royal ordinance allowing “carnival 
madness’ without punishment in New Orleans. But the 

city’s first real observance of carnival was not until 1827, when 
a group of Paris-educated sons of Louisiana planters frolicked 
in the streets on Mardi Gras. Carnival derives from two Latin 
words, carne (meat) ‘and vale (farewell); literally it means 
“farewell to meat.” 

First carnival parade was in 1839. When secret societies 
were formed in later years, they took over job of staging 
parades, which have grown to stature of peg re Eight 
major parades (six at night and:two in daytime) are held during 
carnival week, followed by the balls of the sponsoring organiza- 
tions. A parade and ball may cost $50,000; money comes 
‘from dues of members. 

Each parade usually has 20 floats; they are built in a 
secret warehouse “den”; it takes a:year to complete them. 
As parade moves through the streets, maskers on gaudy, cloth- 
gilt-papier-mache floats toss trinkets to children’s outstretched 
hands. After their week of glamor, mules that pull the floats 
go back to regular job of hauling garbage wagons.

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Upon the death of a friend you should go at 
once to the house, write “With sympathy” on 
your card and leave it at the door.

(mame of the deceased) or to the nearest rela- 
tive. The latter method is preferable, if the 
relative is a friend. But the former method is 
followed if the deceased alone was known to 
you. ‘ 


On the card accompanying the flowers, and 
addressed to one of the family, you write “With 
sympathy,” or “With deepest sympathy,” or 


“With heartfelt sympathy,” or “With love and 
sympathy.” When flowers are addressed to 
the funeral of the deceased, no message is in- 
cluded. If there is a notice in the papers re- 
questing that no flowers be sent, you disregard 
it only if you are a very intimate friend. 


A very natural impulse of kindness is to send 
a few flowers with a note either immediately 
or a few days or weeks after the funeral to any 
bereaved person who is particularly in your 
thoughts. A few flowers sent from time to 
time—possibly for long afterward—are espe- 
cially comforting in their assurance of con- 
tinued sympathy.

Fruits from certain 
sources are automatically 
denied entry. 


As a customs officer, center, reads a passenger's bag- 
gage declaration, a foreign plant quarantine ins 
examines a faded bouquet of tulips from England she 
has just discarded. All flowers, even such things as 
tulip bulbs from Holland, are examined for infestation. 


In Foreign Plant Quarantine laboratory inspector 
studies larvae found in fruit taken from plane, identifies 
insect as Mexican fruit fly. Mangoes, figs and sapotes 

from Mexico are denied entry to United States.
